Dog days begin, according to the tra- 


ditions of boyhood iu certain parts of 
tho United States, when the greeu 
Bcuin, algau, begins to appear on the 
surface at the lakes and rivers. Then 
It Is supposed to lie unsafe to go In 
BWhnmliig. And It Is then that, ac- 
cording to the tradition of many adults 
ks well as of boys, dogs most frequent- 
ly go mad. All nations and races of 
civilization apparently have had a pe- 
riod during the summer known as dog 
days when m;my maladies were sup- 
posed to he common. Hut the madness 
of doL's, hydrophobia, was never associ- 
ated with dog days by tlie ancients. 


l.iog days are a rather indelinite pe- 


riod, according to this green scum rule, 
but then.1 Is a disagreement of authori- 
ties as to when dou days really do tie- 
Bin and end. According to the diction- 
ary, "dug days are part of the year 
about the time of the heliacal rising of 
the dog star. Sinus"--that Is. when tho 
dog star rises in conjunction with the 
sun or as nearly in i\m.iimctloii us may 
be observed. Various duto.s from July 
8 to Aug. 15 have been assigned for 
tile lieidimin.L' of dog days, and they 
arc given various durations of from 
thirty to lifty days. 


It seems to hiive been from the helia- 


cal rising of Sirins that the ancients i 
.most commonly reckoned the do.u 
r days, 
i 


Thus at tlie present time dog days 
i 


would begin July 8 and will end Aug. 
11. Slrius is the brightest star in the i 
heavens, and it was easy to assoeitiie 
the mutual bent of the brightest atnr 
and of the sun with the hottest and 
most unkindly period of tlie year. Hip- 
pocrates^ (450 B. C.) declared the'JXdg 
days to'be the most unhealthy part of 
tlio summer. 


Dog days arc continually dropping 


farther hack in the calendar. 
Mow 


they are twelve days behind the Bcned- 
ule to which they hold in the period of 
tlie pharaohs. In time Sirius may rise 
In the dead of winter. The Egyptians 
maintained that the first Indication of 
the rise of the Xilo took place, on tin 
morning of the longest day, when. a: 
they paid, the sun and Sothis (Sirius 
rose together. They attributed the rise 
of tlio river entirely to the great heal 
generated by this star In conjunction 
with tlie sun.

1 "Sirius Is situated in the mouth of th6 
constellation Canis Major (the "great 
dog"). 
Tho Latin name of dog days 


was "dies canlcularls," and from tills 
comes the term 
"canicular 
year," 


which was known among the Egyp- 
tians aud Ethiopians. It was computed 
from one heliacal rising of riirlus to 
the next and consisted ordinarily of 
305 days, every fourUi year having 800 
days—Chicago News.

It Is useless trying 
to tame them; the heart Is weak and 
they need extra gentle treatment. We 
liave known a bird of this kind al- 
most frightened to death by some one.

H. Plait, of Connecticut, have beeu 
acknowledged masters. 


Mr. Kuox is m his Ilfiy-thlrd year.but 


looks much younger. His father was 
a banker who gave his sou the advant- 
ages of a good education. 
While still 


au undergraduate iu Mount Union Col- 
lege, he met William McKiuley, at 
whose cabiuet table he eventually eat. 
In 1875 Mr. Kuox was admitted to the 
Allegheny County bar, aud was short- 
ly after made assistant dislricl attorney 
for the Western District of Pennsyl- 
vania, the only office he ever held un- 
til coiilirajed as attorney general. 
His 


success at the bar has beeu marked 
chiefly as a counsellor. 


The uew Senator Knows how to play 


as well as to work. He is an euthusl- 
asiic golfer, au adept at fishing, aud is 
very fond of hordes, of which he has a 
well-tilled stable. 


Although President Roosevelt was re- 


luctant to lose Mr. Kuox from the cabi- 
net, he was only too glad to have an- 
oiher friend of his calibre in ihe Senale, 
for ihe relations of Uiat body to the 
President are very close, through their 
common oversight of treaties, and iu 
I lie ratifying of nominations to ollice. 
I.I is possible, however, lo exaggerale 
the President's relation to the .Senate, 
as do the persons who are now writing 
to Mr. Roosevelt asking him to exclude 
Reed Suioot from the Senate, or to for- 
bid his taking the oath. Fortunately 
with all his other duties, Mr. Roosevelt 
does uot have to serve as Committee on 
Admissions to Ihe United Slates Senale. 


Frank B. Braudegee is a fortunate 


young man. 
At the age of foriy-ono, 


after ashortaiid necessarily Inconspicu- 
ous service iu the House of Represeula- 
tivus, he has been elected to the Senate 
from the land of steady habits, which 
will probably- retain him iu that place 
for the rest of his life, as the successor 
of Orville H. Piatt. If the example of 
u great predecessor couuts for anything, 
Mr. Braudegee should prove a strong 
Senator, since he takes the place of oue 
of the most genuinely useful men that 
the 
United States Seuate has ever 


kuowu. 
Mr. Braudegee is a more tin- 


Isbed speaker than his predecessor, 
possessing, in fact, distinct oratorical 
talent, particularly as a master of epi- 
gram. This aud a large share of native 
wit, have giveu rise to the notion iu 
some quarters that he is cynical. All, 
however, recognize his ability. 


Vouug Braudegee 
was 
graduated 


from Vale iu the claw of 1885, traveled 
extensively, studied law, aud waa ad- 
mitted to the bar, becoming a member 
of the firm of which bis father, who 
had beeu a member of Congress from 
tbat district, was the bead. Brands- 
gee's ant important office was tbat of 
corporation counsel of New Loudou. 
He was also made a member of the .Re- 
publican State Central Committee, and 
a delegate to the National Couveutiou 
which nominated Harrison. The year 
that he was admitted to the bar he was 
elected to the Legislature, aud iu 1897 
became its speaker. Tue couutry will 
expect to hear from him in the Senate. 


Isidor Rayuer's election was a nota- 


ble victory for the ludepeudent Demo- 
cratic newspapers of Baltimore aud the 
more liberal element of the party. His 
fight was essentially that of the indi- 
vidual, aud his victory showed the 
room there was iu Maryland for old- 
fashioued oratory aud edilonal appeals. 
The large Jewish element in Balumore 
also contributed something to this re- 
sult, uot only affirmatively, but because 
the Democrats of other faiths did not 
like to uegleot this opiwrtuuily of win- 
ning their favor. 


Mr. Rayner had never been a straight- 


out fighter agaiast the Oeruiiin-Rasiu 
machine, but Instead has occupied a 
sort of middle ground between the reg- 
ular organization aud the independents. 
His prominence before the public has 
been thin of a man who appealed to 
his fellow-citizens from the rostrum, 
and who made his mark in Congress 
as a speaker on the floor. He has been 
a great campaigner, having partici- 
pated in twenty-live campaigns, in 
only seven of which was he a candidate 
for ollice. Of the four times that he 
ran for Congress he was thrice success- 
ful.

Telliug the pupils 
not to come back unless another teach- 
er could be found, he went to the front 
and served until the close of hosiiluies, 
when he was mustered out as a major 
in Ihe r-orty-fourlh

ment. He has beeu conspicuous In the 
Grand Army, and in 18SS was elected 
its Aalional commander. 


Maj.ir Warner was elected city aiior- 


uey when Kansas City was new, and 
later became Us mayor. He was de- 
feated fur the governorship of Missouri 
by Vt illlam J. Stone, now his Senato- 
rial colleague. He has served as Uniled 
Slates district attorney under four Pres- 
idents, aud was a member of Congiess 
fur two lerms, and was twice offered 
the positiou of commissioner of pen- 
sions. President Roosevelt did this 
when Eugene F. Ware retired, and 
Piesident Harrison had made a similar 
tender sixteen years before. The Presi- 
dent eventually fouud another Warner 
V espaeiau by name, to accept thai of- 
fice.
